the officer before whom it was taken, is hereunto attached. 

They then selected, as the site for the said State Normal School, 
the following described piece of land, adjacent to the said town of 
Emporia, containing twenty acres, to wit: Commencing at a point on 
the section line between sections ten (10) and eleven ah) ‚township 
nineteen (19) south, of range eleven (11) east of the sixth principal 
meridian in Kansas, twenty-one (21) rods south of the northwest 
corner of the southwest quarter of said section eleven (11); thence 
east, eighty (80) rods; thence, south, forty (40) rods; thence west, 
eighty (80) m thence north, ‘forty en rods, to the piace of be- 
ginning.
